WESTERN SEMINARY 


Western Theological Seminary opened its current aca- 
demic year on September 2, 1946, with 18 Students enrolled.

The communing membership is eighty- 
three and the enrollment of the Sunday School is forty-five. The 
apportioned benevolence has been paid in full for the third con- 
secutive year, and the two year quota for Lutheran World Action 
has been met in full. The property is debt free. We commend the 


pastor and the congregation for their good work. 


Pa LUTHER MEMORIAL, OMAHA was organized in 1936. Rev. 
W. F. Most became the pastor May 1, 1943. The property is debt 
free having paid an indebtedness of $5,116 during the year. This 
congregation has paid 112% of its apportioned benevolence and 
has gone over the top in its quota for Lutheran World Action. 
At its annual meeting the congregation voted to proceed with a 
building program. The solicitation for funds is now in progress. 
The communing membership is 206 and the enrollment in the Sun- 
day School is 120 with an average attendance of 118. | 


MEXICAN MISSION, OMAHA. Your committee is sponsoring 
work among the Mexicans in Omaha. Carlos Guzman, a second 
year student in Western Seminary, has been appointed as the mis- 
sionary pastor.

SCRIPTURE DISTRIBUTION IN 1946 


The American Bible Society reports a circulation of 11,394,200 
volumes of Scriptures in 1946, nearly four million of which were dis- 
tributed in this country. The circulation, by its four Negro agencies, 
working only among the Colored People in the U. S., was the highest 
since the organization of its first Negro agency in 1901. 


Chaplains, returning to civilian life, continued to call for Scrip- 
tures, as occupational troops and those stationed at home were es- 
tablished in more permanent locations of a peace-time basis, while 
Scriptures were needed for men in Veterans Hospitals. 


The Society’s circulation abroad, exclusive of its agencies, which 
regularly work in more than forty countries, includes the distribution 
of specially printed Scriptures in languages spoken in the devastated 
areas of Europe, and to hundreds of thousands of refugees, whose

Toyohiko Kagawa, Japan’s great Christian evangelist, sends 
us this story of the use of the Scriptures in Japan: ‘In a little 
village at Yose, in Kanagawa Prefecture, near Tokyo, about one thou- 
sand non-Christian young people bought the Bibles, and they have. 
organized by themselves study groups, secured teachers to teach them 
the Bible twice a week, paying three Yen a month tuition. This is a 
remarkable example of the widespread interest in the Bible through- 
out Japan at present and of the earnest desire to study it, 
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During 1946 there were issued for Japan 383,000 New Testaments, 
and 360,356 Gospels at an approximate cost of $109,200. Most of these 
were shipped through the Chief of Chaplains in Tokyo to the Japan 
Bible Society. So great is the demand for these books that at the end 
of the year only 200 copies were left in the Japan Bible Society’s of- 
fice. There are no facilities for printing in Japan, and accordingly 
the American Bible Society is planning to produce in the United 
States 150,000 Bibles and 1,100,000 New Testaments at an estimated 
cost of $565,000. It is most important that these books be prepared 
and sent because the Christian forces in Japan are in the midst of 
an evangelistic campaign for 3 million new Christians in 3 years.

The slogan for the 1947 Parish Education Month will be Improve 
Increase! Inspire! The idea is to improve the schools to take care 
of the increase in 1946, 1947, and especially in 1948; to prepare for 
the special year on enlistment in 1948; and to inspire for all ac- 
tivities. The Board has set aside the year 1949 as Leadership Year. 
It is the feeling that with the expected increase by 1949 there will be

Although your committee does not claim credit for this, ve 
should like to cite an example of what our sub-committee, the Com- 
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mittee on Women of the Church, hopes will materialize in other con- 
gregations. We refer to the reorganization of the women of the Salem 
congregation, Fremont. At a meeting on January 16 this year, a new 


organization including all the women of the congregation was af. 


fected. The program of work of existing women’s organizations in 
the congregation was transferred to the new organization. The name 
“Women’s Guild” was selected for the new organization. In a 
general way the work of the women will be the same in the congrega- 
tion as it has been. The hope is that there will be less overlapping 
and perhaps fewer meetings for many of the members. The purpose is 
to accomplish the work through one organization which was formeriy 
carried on separately by several organizations. We offer this as a 
suggestion to correlate the work of the children, the youth, and the 
men of the church in our congregations.

siderations can be reported: |

1. The success of a camp depends on such features as water for 
boating and swimming, shade at all times, all-weather accessibility, 


natural beauty, and sufficient acreage. 


2. The purchase of land and the erection of essential buildings 
will require many thousands of dollars. It does not pay to put ap 
temporary buildings. Termites destroy buildings located in shady and 


often moist places. Concrete foundations and floors are recommended. 


3. In order to make a camp self-sustaining, even after it is 
bought, built, and paid for, it must be in constant use all summer. This 
requires a full-time staff. 


4. Some of our larger eastern synods require a camp for ro 


many groups that the need of controlling their own camps is apparent. 


On our territory we would have to depend on revenue from rental to 
other groups, except for possibly two or three weeks reserved for 
our own use. 


5. In an inter-Lutheran venture the question of title and owner- 
ship would probably require incorporation and the election of trustees. 


6. The possibility of sharing a camp with a neighboring ULC 
synod might be considered. : 


These considerations may seem negative. There are obviously 
many benefits derived from a camp. Their value has been established. 


It remains for us to determine whether the spiritual value will 
justify us in trying to own our own camp. If Synod wants a camp 
and is prepared to launch a financial campaign for that purpose an- 
other committee should be appointed to bring in actual figures. Such 
a committee will need an expense account for travel and preliminary 


layout plans. |

A grey mono- 
tone picture is of no value for reproduction. There must be light and 
shade. Sharp contrasts and clarity of detail are marks of a good 
photo. A newspaper photographer, thoroughly experienced and using 
the right equipment, will usually get good pictures; that’s why THE 
LUTHERAN prefers professional photos when available. Of course 
once in a while a picture is so important that even though poor it is 
wo their while having an artist retouch it. They take care of 
that in their office. Again let me say that pictures should be mailed 
to me at the earliest possible moment, without waiting for the news 
story they accompany. When sending pictures please be tender with 
the photo printing paper. To attach a caption by means of a paper 
clip, or to write a caption on the back of the photograph, often, 
leaves a mark which cannot be removed. It is best to type a descrip- 
tion of a picture and paste it to the print or give it a code number 
which is also lettered at the bottom of the print.

In addition to these, there are 44 Lutheran student nurses in 
training at Lincoln hospitals, 66 Lutherans in Business Institutes, 
and 28 students of Lutheran faith at Nebraska Wesleyan. This is 
the largest concentration of Lutheran youths in Nebraska and the 
largest in the history of education in Lincoln. The church dare not 


neglect her grave responsibilities to these future leaders of society. 


All these students are contacted regularly by mail, and as far as 
possible they are visited personally either by the student pastor, 
local pastors, or leaders in the student group. Students are urged 
to attend regularly at the worship services of the Lutheran vongrega- 
tion of their choice in the city. The L. S. A. meets in two groups 
each Sunday for supper, fellowship, and spiritual inspiration. The 
City Campus group meets uses the facility of the First Lutheran 
Church, and the Ag Campus group uses the Student Center in the 
pastor's home near the Ag. College. There are Friday evening In- 
terest Groups’, Sunday Morning Bible Hours, and socials. An L. S. A. 
choir organized and is open to invitations from churches for spring 
concerts. Because of the large number of married students, a ‘Mr. and 
Mrs. Chib’ meets twice a month for supper hour and discussion. 


One urgent need is the purchase of a suitable building or the 
erection of one, adjacent to the city campus to serve students as a 
Center and ‘A Home Away From Home’. Ministry to the students 
will always be inadquate until such a project is a reality. The 
Presbyterians, Methodists, and Baptists, have long had such centers. 


A center offers adequate counselling and office space, committee 


rooms, facilities for social and devotional meetings. Surely when our 
congregations, conferences, districts and synods, become aware of 
this urgent need, they will respond with generous gifts. 


Steps are being taken to widen interest in student work in Lin- 
coln. For many years a local directing committee has supervised stu- 
dent work. It is composed of the pastor and a laymen from each 
congregation of the National Lutheran Council churches in Lincoln. 
To broaden the interest of Lutherans throughout the state in their 
youth at school in Lincoln a Lutheran Student Foundation is being 
incorporated. It is being patterned after those established at other 
Universities where large numbers of Lutheran youth are in attend- 
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ance. It will seek a large membership from students, alumni, and 
other Lutherans. Its Board of Directors will be chosen from the 
State-wide Church bodies of the National Lutheran Council, from the 
local congregations, the alumni, the faculty, and students, and out- 
standing Lutherans from the Lutheran Church at large. This corpor- 
ation will then be in position to hold property and receive funds for 
promotion of student work in a more adequate way. A representa- 
tive of the Student Service Commission will be a member of the 
Board at all times. . | 


The salary, house-rent, and some maintenance, is now furnished 
by the Service Commission of the National Lutheran Council. Most 
of the operating expenses beyond the above items are supplied by Ne- 
braska Lutherans. The larger work planned will need the additional 
help of the Foundation now being launched. The Committee for 
Student work is sincerely grateful for the splendid support given its 
work by the Nebraska Synod and respectively petitions that the 
Synod continue the present grant as the minimum for the next year. 


2. State Teachers College, Wayne. 

The Rev. S. K. de Freese is the appointee of the Student Com- 
mission. Meetings of the L. S. A. are held twice each month on the 
campus at the Student Union. Their objective is spiritual inspiration 
through study and discussion; An annual L. S. A. banquet is one of the 
rallying events of the program. Miss Ruth Pearson is faculty spon- 
sor. There are about 100 students of Lutheran faith at this school 
The Rev. T. J. C. Schuldt is the synodical representative of the work. 


3. State Teachers College, Peru 


The Rev. F. W. Henkel is in charge of this work where about 
35 Lutheran students are enrolled. An LSA is maintained and during 
the past summer session the weekly meetings averaged 45 in attend- 
ance. Two other neighboring pastors have agreed to share this 
responsibility of weekly meetings with students, with Rev. Henkel. 
The time and energy of these pastors spent in driving the necessary 
miles and conducting meetings or otherwise assisting in the work 
deserves the sincere appreciation of the Church. l 


4. Omaha University 


Student activity on the campus is still curtailed as far as religious 

are concerned. However the Lutheran Ministerial Association 

of the city is making a united effort to gain all possible access to our 

‘Lutheran students. A Lutheran directory for general distribution 

to all Lutheran students is being prepared by Pastor Goede, our 

synodical representative, who is right on the job. It is earnestly 
hoped permission will be gained to carry our work to the campus.
